Jo-Anne Bentley is a Canadian mezzo-soprano who has been 
described as "a particularly fine example of the breed" having an 
"attractive voice, mature and even, which has been cultivated with 
fastidious care and sounds marvelous". (Montreal Gazette) A 
native of Vancouver, she received a B.A. (Hons Engl Lit) and a 
B.Mus. (Musicology) from the University of British Columbia. Ms. 
Bentley pursued her graduate studies in voice performance and 
musicology at McGill University in Montreal where she later taught 
voice and song interpretation while maintaining a high performance 
profile. During her varied professional career she has been a music 
critic for the Montreal star, a member of the Tudor Singers of 
Montreal, a guest artist for many choirs, chamber ensembles and 
symphonies across Canada and a frequent solo recitalist for CBC 
radio. "A pure delight", "stunning in format and presentation", 
"poetry, music and drama all rolled into one" are some of the ways 
her performances have been reviewed in the press. A recipient of 
the Commonwealth Scholarship and two grants from the Canada 
Council, Ms. Bentley presently combines concertizing with teaching 
voice in the Faculty of Music at the University of Toronto. 


Rachel Andrist, a native of Saskatchewan, is presently on the 
faculty of the Opera Division, University of Toronto, and is a 
member of the Manfred Trio. Rachel has been principal 

keyboardist for the Regina Symphony Orchestra and an 
accompanist at both Regina's University and Conservatory. She 
was a vocal coach while on the Faculty of the University of Ottawa 
and also taught accompanying. She worked for opera companies in 
both cities. Rachel has spent three summers at the Banff Festival of 
the Arts, been a Young Artist at the Scotia Festival, and this past 
summer attended the Music Academy of the West in Santa Barbara, 
California. She has appeared frequently on CBC Radio, 
collaborating with both singers and instrumentalists. She studied at 
the Cleveland Institute of Music with Anne Epperson and Warren 
Jones.
